The Examiner in the corresponding Japanese patent application has commented as 
follows: 

Reference 2 certainly does not disclose that the control data (rewriting control 
information) necessary for rewriting of nonvolatile memory is stored in a 
flush writer . However, the technical concept of "storing the identification 
information in the nonvolatile memory such as EPROM so PROM writer 
reads said identification information before writing and sets up the writing 
conditions (such as writing voltage valued according to said identification 
information" , as described in "Prior Art" of JP 63-144498 , is known in the 
art. Therefore, it is not difficult for a person skilled in the art to arrive at the 
structure wherein "the identification information" is stored in a micro 
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computer with a built-in flush memory and "the rewrite control information" 
according to said identification information is stored on the flush writer 
(PROM writer) side. (Please refer to the Notice of Reasons for Rejection for 
References 1-3.)
